TERMINALS PLANNED 


City Considering One at Union 
Market; Department Store 
to Operate the Other. 


———————— 


Two plans are under way to pro- 
vide centralized terminals for in- 
terurban busses coming to St. Louis. 
While one of these is ten{Ative, the 
other will be consummated in about 
10 days. 

Rus service into St. Louis has 
heen increasing steadily since the 
first lines were inaugurated a few 
years ago. The passengers mostly 
want to reach the downtown shop- 
ping section, but individual lines 
find it difficult to arrange termi- 
nal facilities there, due to high 
rents and street congestion, Traf- 
fic conditions are perhaps the big- 
gest reason why central stations 
on the fringe of the district are 
being found necessary. 

The Bus Committee of the As- 
sociated Retailers, headed by C. E. 
Williams, has been working on 
plans for downtown bus terminals 
and is hopeful now of installing one 
at the cit ®-owned Union Market, 
at the Sixth and Morgan street 
corner. City officials concerned 
have indicated their approval, Wil- 
liams said. The city may he asked 
to meet the expense, about $5000, 
from a small balance. in the build- 
ing fund. 

' For a Waiting Hoom. 


Several market stalls would be 
removed and a_ glass. partition 
erected to provide an adequate 
waiting room and. ticket office, 
under the committee's scheme. The 
block of Morgan street alongside 
the market is widened in ant'‘cipa- 
tion of the general widening of 
that thoroughfare, and this would 
provide loading space for numer- 
ous busses along the curb. 

There are some vacant stalls in 
the markct, Willlams potinted out, 
so that merchants would not be de- 
prived of space. 

The Bus Committee ts consider- 
ing possibility of erecting a gar- 
age and bus terminal in the vi- 
cinity of Seventh street and Frank- 
in avenue. Four large automobile 
dealers have expressed a desire to 
take one floor each of the build- 
‘ng for downtown repair service, 
which would help finance the proj- 
eet. ‘This terminal would be espe- 
cially for busses coming in from 
Missouri towns by way of St. 
Charles and those coming from 
Northern Illinois, while the Union 
Market terminal would be for 
Southern Illinois lines chiefly. 

The Definite Pian. 

Definitely provided for is a new 
terminal to be operated. by the 
Famous-Barr department store, in 
® garage at the southwest corner 
of Sixth and, Walnut streets, which 
1! has purchased and will have con- 
verted for use ‘n about 10 days. 
The store is spending about $150,- 
f00 on it. It will have platforms 
to load eight busses at a time. and 
since only two or’ three minutes 
will be required per vehicle, hun- 
dreds of busses could be handled 
there daily. 

Gates are being arranged as in 
# railway station, also a ticket 
office, refreshment and news 
Stands. Any bus line operating on 
a fixed schedule of regular service 
will be permitted to use the ter- 
minal without charge. The loca- 
tion was selected to be handy for 
lines entering the city over the 
munic'pal bridge, the Lemay Ferry 
road Or from the west over wid- 
ened Market street. 

A free feeder bus now connect- 
ing the Famous-Barr patrons’ frar- 
age at Seventh and Walnut streets 
and the store, at Seventh and Olive 
streets, will serve. users of. the bus 
terminal also. Anyone may use it 
without obligation elther to shop 
in the store or ride on the busses, 

ve Fneourage Operators. 

F, Salomon, general manager 
of Panini: Barr, explained the in- 
vestinent was being made in the 
belief that whatever relieves street 
cvongestion downtown and at the 
same time brings people into the 
eity will be beneficial to St. Louis, 
to all business here and incidental- 
ly to his store. He believes encour.- 
agement now of bus line operators, 
many of whom are doing business 
on small capital, will mean even- 
seg a great increase of the sery- 
ce 

This store has heen permitting 
eight St. Louis County, Missouri 

“nd Tilinois bus lines. running 28 
vehiales, to use its patrons’ ga- 
rige as a terminal and about 1800 
passengers have been reaching &v. 
Louis there daily. There are at 
least 26 other interurban routes 
ontering the city now, utilizing 
downtown stores and hotels or out- 
lving trolley loops for terminals. 
The bus operators have not united 
to inform the public generally of 
their schedules and stopping places, 
hut some of them are planning an 
organization now to assume that 
iusk and york in their interests 
otherwise. 

Famous-Barr !s spending more 
than $100,000 in addition to add 
two floors to its present one-story 
patrons’ garage, which has been 
open three years. Capacity will be 
increased from 300 to 600 cars. 
Anyone can park there free for 
three hours by obtaining a check 
at the store, without the necessity 
of buying anything.

The abolition of street sprinklers 
* end a campaign to clean the side- 
walks of the city were advocated 


by Director of Streets and Sewers 
Ftrooks in an address today before 
the Optimist Club at Hotel Statler. 

“A study -of street sprinkling 
has convineed me that sprinkling 
of hard paved streets should be 
stopped,” said Brooks. “The sprink- 
ling of streets some ned ago was 
sierted to prevent the dust nul- 
sance. Sprinkling hard paved 
streets results in the formation of; 

a film of water and dust which 
seriously increases the skidding 
‘hazard for automobiles. 

“The practice causes an economic 
Joss as owners of automobiles need 
yore frequent washing when 

: obliged to run over sprinkled 
street. The old sprinkling method 
* should ‘be superseded by flushing. 
It is a more senitary method be- 
cause it removes the fine dust as 
well as the heavier particles of 
refuse. The city has a large in- 
vestment in horse-drawn sprinkling 
equipment. We have no idea of 
* junking this equipment. We do pro- 
pose to work out a scheme of mo- 
torizing the Department of Streets 
and Sewers over a period of years.” 
Turning to the question of clean 
_ streets, Director Brooks said: 

“The Tuesday Literary Club com- 
mittee made a three-hour trip over 
the city last night and reached the 
conclusion that our roadways are 
well cleaned by our vacuum clean- 
ing system in some sections and by 
flushing in others, but there is 
plenty of room for improvement on 
our sidewalks. 

“Citizens should avoid throwing 
newspapers on the sidewalks and 
merchants can aid cleanliness by 
sweeping in front of their places 
all refuse into the street where our 
forces can pick it up. We need the 
co-operation of our newsboys, They 
should not throw news or wrapping 
papers about. Residents should be 
careful about dumping papers into 
ash ‘pits, where winds scatter 
them.” “

\Shaw’s Garden Bright and Gay 
For Spring, at Last, Is Here 


Greening Grass and Blooming Red Buds and 
Magnolias Supplant the Dull, Drab 
Tints of Winter. 


Shaw’s Garden today is getting 
all dolled up in its spring togs, 
since Spring—capricious flapper:— 
at last has arrived, sure-footed and 
resplendent. 

Low temperatures delayed che 
vernal dressing up of the garden 
this year, but surely the garden .s 
stepping out in its best bib and 
tucker for May day. And that is 
as it should be, since that day 
from times forgotten has been the 
occasion for such a whole-hearted 
celebration of the blooming-time 
that when Cromwell and his Puri- 
tans took possession of England, 
they tore down all the May poles. 

Already the garden has discard- 
ed its drab-and-yellow dress 0° 
March’s dull herbage and bright 
daffodils. Now beneath the blush 
of maple-leaf, the prevailing col- 
or is green, of that golden over- 
tint which St. Louis !s accustomed 
to see some weeks earlier, and, as 
the season rushes headlong into 
summer, not for long at any time 

Right by the entrance spread the 
silvery boughs of two magnolias, 
still white-starred with blossoms 
The greening grass beneath is clut- 
tered with petals, however, and the 
flowers soon will pass. 

(Red-Bud in Bloom. 

Over on the path to the south- 
ward blooms a red-bud in flaming 
contrast to a twin and paradoxical- 
ly named white red-bud. Thes« 
are the flowers which stand out 
with startling vividness among 
black-branched trees along the 
Meramec before. the others have 
begun to quicken. They some- 
times are confused with the dog- 
wood, which blooms somewha! 
later. The wild dogwood is white, 
with a tiny real flower in the cen- 
ter of a four-petaled pseudo-blos- 
som, whereas the red- bud’s flow- 
ers are shaped like their cousins 
the sweet peas. 

Along this path, also, the white 
horse chestnuts are coming into 
bloom, together with the soft blos- 
soms of the barberry bush, which 
a little later will be a very confla- 
gration of crimson berries, and 
the cream-colored diminutive 
flowers of the oleagnus. 

Reyond these grows a bed of pale 
blue iris coerulea, blooming three 
weeks late, but still in time for 
the annual Iris Show, planned at 
the garden for May 16 and 18, and 
attended last year by thousands, 
At the turn of the paths appropri- 
ately near the statue of Victory, 
are the true banners of the  tri- 
umph of spring-—a thicket of 
lilacs, pink and white. 

This whole section of the garden 
is perfumed with the fragrance of 
fruit trees, which stand in a 
bright blossoming row, mostly of 
pear trees, along the economic 
garden. 

Japanese Quince Tree Blooms. 

Back to the north, near the palm 
house, stand out the flowers of 
Japanese quince, which on close in- 
spection are seen to be rather dull 
red, with a hint of deep orange, 
but at a little distance catch the 
sunlight so brilliantly as jto be 
called the “‘burning bush.’ 

The lilacs will reach their full 
bloom by Sunday, but not for a 
few days yet are the Darwin tulips 
which flank the Iily pools in the 
entrance plaza expected to burst 
forth in their splendor of pink and 
lavender. Just at the south of the 
plaza and in full view, however, is 
one of the prettiest sights of the 
gardem, the white-clustered flower- 
ing almonds. May-flowering tulips, 
along with some. sky-blue iris, 
bloom near the Linnaean house in 
the north side of the garden. 

It takes trees as well as flowers 
to make up the picture of spring. 
Among these one of the most at- 
tractive is the shy green spray of 
the willows against a brightening! 
sky. And even the pre-historic 
maidenhair tree—lone and mys- 
terious survivor of a family that 
flourished a whole geologic era 
before Pithecanthropus shocked 
his ape-like brethren by standing 
erect—seems to feel the ardent fire 
like any youngster of a mere cen- 
tury or two. 

This curious relic of times before

It is a safe bet that Mr. Caraway 
would not be in the United States Sen- 
ate if he and his constituents allowed 
their consciences to be bound by the 
fifteenth amendment of the Federal Con- 
elitution. That amendment guarantcés 
the right of the Negro to vote—and to 
have his vote counted. It is notorious 
that a number of Southern states would 
send Republican, and. perhaps Negro, 
Representatives and ators to Wash- 
ington if in those states the fifteenth 
amendment were o ed. Is one part 
of the Constitution more sacred than an- 
other? When men, who owe théir seats 
in the Senate to the nullification of th: 
fifteenth amendment, profess horror 
that other men should disregard = the 
eighteenth arnendment, do they not con. 
vict themselves of rank hypocrisy? The 
fifteenth amendment was adopted in or- 
der to secure political equality to som° 
10,000,000 American citizens; the eigii- 
teenth amendment was adopted in order 
to interfere with, and control, the per- 
sonak habits of: people in matters mn 
which Government has no right to med- 
die. If either amendment may be dis- 
regarded, surely it should be the one 
which dictates to the citizen what he 
may drink, rather than the one which 
fuarantees political rights to millions of 
men.

“No sandblast of science,” as he has told us, “had yet 
skinned off the epidermis of history, thought and 
feeling. The pictures were uncleaned, the churches 
unrestored, the ruins unexcavated. Medieval Rome 
was sorcery.” ‘ 

That other Adams met that Other Itallan. 
He looked the sphinx in the eyes. “Quiet- 
faced, quiet-voiced, in a red flannel shirt. He might 
be a Napoleon or a Spartacus. In the hands of Ca- 
vour he might become a Condottiere. Society even 
then was dividing between banker and anarchist, and 
one or the other he must serve. Himself a typical 
anarchist, he was sure to overshadow Europe and 
slarm empires bigger than Naples.” 

Such was Garibald!, whom Henry Adams met at 
the high moment of Palermo in that far, entrancing 
spring of 1860.

POLITICIANS BRAND

Others Say There Is Noth- 
ing in Laws of Country 
to Prevent Them From 
Holding Seats in Con- 
gress. 


MEXICO CITY.—wWith political 
circles throbbing here at the uncer- 
tainty of whether or not women 
can be elected to the Mexican 
Chamber of Deputies or to the Sen- 
ate, following the announcement 
made by several feminine leaders 
here that they would seek to occu- 
py seats In the lower house at the 
fall elections, the fact is brought 
clearly before the Mexican people, 
the men being the most astonished 
of all, that the emancipation of the 
Mexican woman is no longer a 
dream but a reality. Some politi- 
cians argue that the Constitution 
does not allow any other than a 


' male incumbent in either the lower 


or the upper house of Congress, 
while others maintain that “there 
is nothing to prevent a woman 


from taking her seat in Congress, 
if she selects the somewhat hazard- 


ous life of the Mexican Deputy or 
Senator. 

But the announcement made by 
several suffragettes that they 
would run for office has served to 
bring to the front the progress a 
number of Mexican women have 
made lately which has put them in 
the limelight as leading and influ- 
ential figures in the affairs of the 
nation, contrary to the century-old 
and inborn timidity for which Mex- 
ican women have been noted in the 


past. 
Of Many Opinions. 

The Mexican women on whom 
the spotlights of publicity and pub- 
lic attention are turned come from 
all walks of life. Some were born 
in wealth and luxury and others 
have risen from the ranks of the 
downtrodden. 

Their views on many subjects are 
varied, and extend from one ¢x- 
treme to the other. There 
women of radical tendencies while 
others are liberal minded in the 
extreme; others are ardent in their 
religious and charitable work while 
the old conservative type is sym- 
bolic in others. . 

The spirit of Senora Josefa Ortiz 
d Dominguez, who in 1810 warned 
Father Hidalgo that his plan for 
liberating Mexico from a Spanish 
colony had been discovered, and 
which has been dulled for a cen- 
tury but for the brief meteoric ca- 
reer of the ill-fated Empress Car- 
lotta in the middle of the past 
century, seems to have been re- 
vived among the women of Mexico 
during the last decade, and they 
are rapidly taking their place in 
the political and social activities 
of the republic. 

The Mexican women have in 
many respects tasted of the cup 
of power and prominence handed 
across the Rio Grande to them by 
the American sisters, most notable 
of whom ig Jane Addams, who vis- 
ited Mexico during the last five years 
instilling into the reserved mind of

It was just five Hours later, 3:12 a 
m., when Referee Harry 8. Sharpe 
raised the right arm of Stecher, 
signifying that the champion had 
won the bout because his opponent 
was unable to return to the ring 
after a reasonable rest period. 

Pesek surprised the big crowd 
by retaining his strength and speed 
over the full five hours. It was 
generally thought that Stecher 
would easily outlast his smaller 
foe, since the champion was a big- 
ger man physically, outweighing 
Pesek 22 pounds. : 

So well did Pesek carry out his 
plan of battle that he not only pre- 
vented Stecher from gaining a 
quick fall, but after three long 
hours of vigorous action, Pesek 
himself scored the first fall. He 


gained his advantage by applying 
a succession of double wristlocks 
and he finished off with a wrist- 
lock and head scissors.

Stetcher Punishes Pesek Four Times

Both men were apparently fa- 
tigued, as the third fall began. 
Stecher had less difficulty in get- 
jing his legs in position for thé 
scissors hold, and Pesek appeared 
to tire greatly through his efforts 
to extricate himself from the dan- 
gerous hold. In the concluding 30 
minutes of the match, Pesek found 
himself caught in the big pinchers 
four times, and each time the hold 
was ai full body scissors. Each 
time, Pesek, bouncing about on the 
floor of the ring, broke the hold 
and forced the issue by becoming 
the aggressor. Finally, after 36 
minutes of fast wrestling, Pesek 
picked Stecher up with a crotch 
hold and threw him heavily in the 
center of the ring. Joe was uP, 
somewhat slowly. and Pesek was 
on him. The Tiger reached for 
an arm-lock, but Stecher snapped 
at the outstretched arm, fixed a 
Aouble wrist-lock and then whirled 
Pesek off the floor and into the 
air. As he released his grip, Pe- 
sek, legs and arms clutching vainly 
et the ropes, went flying through 
the air.

When he failed to rise immedli- 
ately, he was given assistance and 
was carried to the dressing room, 
When he failed to respond to treat- 
ment after a 10-minute delay, he 
was decinred unable to continue 
anda the fall and match were for- 
feited to Stecher by Referee Sharpe. 

Te hed been agreed before the 
match that in the event cither man 
was injured he should forfeit the 
fall. This being the third and de- 
eiAinge fall, Pesek forfeited the 
match. 

Stecher, weak and groggy, lay 
on the floor of the ring, covered 
with a robe. until Sharpe ascer- 
tained that Pesek could not go On. 
The champion later said that this 
match was the most strenuous he 
had ever engaced in. Not once In 
the entire bout was he able to re- 
jax, he said, because of the con- 
stant aggressiveness of hie oppo- 
nenf.

Sick headache, or migraine, is 
very common and very painful It 
begins as a small spot of pain on 
one side of the head and spreads 
quickly over the whole of one side 
and sometimes even to the neck 
and shoulder.

Dr. J. Bolten, the distinguished | 
neurologist of Berlin. 

Although it has caused much 
suffering and loss of time from 
work, no one is very clear what 
causes it, but the latest view of | 
German scientists is that it is one | 
of a closely related famity of con- 
Stitutional diseases, otLer members | 
of which are asthma, hay fever, | 
epilepsy, rheumatism, that make 
rash and painful menstruation.

IN CLEANING

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HE recent and increasing vogue 
T for wrought iron brings a new 
cleaning. problem. When one 
suddenly becomes aware that one 
possesses not only candlesticks, 
lamps and bric-a-brac of this n.etal 
but that it has crept into the con- 
struction of chairs and fences one 
finds a problem. It will coliect 
dust and lose its finish which while 
usually dull is desirable in the 
fresh state rather than the soiled. 

Some wrought iron is painted or 
waxed or otherwise finished on the 
Surface and to clean without dam- 
aging the finishing is the question. 

usting with a soft brush js suf- 
ficiently effective for every day, 
but occasionally a more thorough 
Cleaning is desirable. lor this, 
make a good rich suds of luke- 
warm water and a good neutral 
soap, one mild enough to be safe 
for any sort of finish—or fabric— 
and apply the suds with a brush. 
So that it will reach all the corners 
and crevices. 

Rinse by dipping the brush in 
clear water. Dry as thoroughly 
as possible with a soft cloth and 
let stand in the open air to fin- 
ish drying completely. Polish if 
desired with wax or furniture 


polish. 

A little thin oil, such as kero- 
sene, Or lemon oil, may be used 
to advantage but one must be care- 
ful not to use too much and to rub 
off all excess oil and*polish well 
or the oil will merely serve as a 
dust e¢ollector.

W no food value. This may be 

true but soup has its place 
in the diet. Even clear soups, 
while not rich in calories, conthin 
minerals and vitamins, and most 
thick soups have a decided food 
value. Take vegetable soups, for 
instance. They give us, besides the 
vegetable albumins, a considerable 
quantity of starch. This is partic- 
ularly true of pea and ben soup. 

So it is safe to eat soup with the 
idea that we are getting good food 
Value out of it, especially if we eat 
bread or crackers with it, as most 
of us do.
